The Common Principles, by which they moulded and 
governcd al thcir particular Counſclsand a&ions weretheſc. 

Firſt, To maintaine 6:ntinuall differences and diſcontents 
betwixt the King and the People, upon queſtions of Preregative, 
and libertie, that ſo they might have the advantage of fding with 
hins,and under the Notions of CMen addiitrd to his ſervice,gain 
ro themſelves and their parnes, the places of greateſt truſt and 
power 31 the K :ngdoms. 

A Second, T o ſuppre ſe the purity au1 power of Religion, and 
ſuchperſons 4s were * row to it ; as being contra: y 20 their 
owne ends, and the greateſt impediment to that change, which 
' they thought to introduce.

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Pants , and thoſe whom they call Puritans, to introduce and counte» 
nance ſuch epinions and Ceremonics, a are fitteſt for accommodation 
with Popery, to encreaſe and maintain ignorance, looſeneſſe, and pre- 
phanene ſe in the people : That of thoſe three parties, Papiſts, Armini« 
ans, and Libert ines, they might compoſe a body fit to all ſuch Connſs 
and reſolutions, as were moſt Conducible to their exen end, 

A Fourth, To diſaffeb# the King to-Parliaments by flanders, and 
falſe imputations, and by putting bim 29on other wayes of. ſopply, 
which in ſhew and afpearauce were fuller of advantage, then tbe or= 
dinary courſe of Subſidies, though in truth they brought more loſſe 
then gain, botb to the King and people, and bave canſed the great 
diftra@ions, under which we botb ſuffer. 

As in all compounded bodies, the Operations arequalified 
according te the predominant Element s So in this mixt party, 
the Jefuired Councels being moſt a&ive, and prevailing, may 
eaſily be diſcovered ro have had the greateſt ſway in all their de» 
termiriations, ard it they be not prevented, are likely ro devour 
the reſt, or to rurn them into their own nature, 

In the begining of His Majcſtles reign, the party began tore 

vive and flouriſh again, having been ſomewhat dampt by the 
breach with Spain in the laſt yeer of King Fames, and by His 
Majefties marriage with France ; the intereſts and Councels of 
that State, being nor ſo contrary to the good of Religion, and 
the proſperity of this Kingdom, as thoſe of Spain; and the Pa- 
piſts of England having been ever more addiQcd to Prins then 
Frarce; yet they Rill retained a purpoſe, and reſolution to 
weaken the Proteſtanc parties in all parts, and even in Fraxce, 
whereby to make way fer the change of Religion, which they 
intended ar home. 

The firſt cffe& and evidence of their recovery and ſtrength 
was, the diſſolutien of the Parliament at Oxford, after there had 
been given two Sublidies ro His Majeſty ; and before they recei- 
ved relief in any one Grievance, many other more miſcrable 
eff<Qs tollowed, |

the Palatine Caule was dilerted, andletc to crargeable and hope= 
kite Treati-s, which, for the muſt pa: r, were managed by thoſe, 
who might juſtly be fuipetted ro be nv friends to thar Cauſe, 
_ Thechargiag of the Kingdom with Bill-rted Souldiers in all 
parts of it, and that Concomirant defigne of Germane horſe, ihar 
the Land might either ſubmit with tear, or be enforced with ri 
gour roſuch Arbitrary Contriburions, as ſhould be required of 
them, 

The dill }lving cf the Parliament in rhe ſecond yeer of iis 
Majeſtics raign, after a Declaration of their intent, to grant five 
Subhdics, 

The exaQingot the like proportion of five *ubſidies after the 
Parliament diff. lved, by Commiſſio! of Loan ; and divers Gene 
tlemen and orhers imprifoned for nor yeilding co pay that Luan, 
whereby many of them conrracted ſuch ficknefſes, as colt rhem 
their lives.

ments from the Subje&, by way of Exciſe; and a Commiſſion 
iffucd under Seal to thar purpoſe. The Peritionof Right, which 
was grantedin full Parliament, blaſted wich an iIlegall Decla- 
ration, to make it deitruRtive to it felf, tothe power «f Parlia- 
ment, rothe Liberty ef the Subjet, and to that purpoſe ptinred 
withic; and he Petition made of no uſe, bur tro ſhew the bold

Another Parliament difiolved, 4 Car, the priviledge of Par- 
liam<nt broken, by impriſoning diver; Members of the Houſe, 
deraining them cloſe priſoners tor many mone<ths together, with- 
out the liberty of ung Books, Pen, Inke, or Paper, denying 
them all rhe'comforrs vt lite, ali m:ans of preſeryation ef health, 
nor permicting their wives ro come unto rhem, even intime of 
thcir ficknelle, And for che compleating of that cruelty, after 
yecrs ſpent in tuch miſerable durance, depriving tFem of the ne- 
celfary meavs of Spirituall conſolation, nor ſuffering them ro 
£0 abread to cnjoy Gods Ordiizancee, in Gods Houle, or Gods 
Miniſters to come to them, to admmitter comfort unrothem in 
their private Chambers ; and to keep them (till in this eppreſſed 
condition, not admi:ting them to be bayled according ro Law, 
ver vexing them with Intermations in inferiour Courts, ſenten» 
cing and fining fume of chem tor matters done in Parliament, and 
extorting the payments of thoſe Fines from them, enforcing o» 
thers to put in eurity of food behaviour, before they could be 
re alcd, 

The impriſonment of the r:{t which refuted to be bound, ſtill 
continued 3 which might have been perpetuall, if necefficy had 
not, thelaſt yeer, brought another Parliament to relieve them ; 
of whom, one dic, by che crueiry and harſhnefle of his impri» 
ſonm:pbr, which wouid admir of no relaxation, ner withſtar ding 
th: immincut dangrr of his life, did ſufficiently appear by the 
Ceclaracbn of nis Piayiitian : And his refea(e, orarleaft, his re 
freſhmenr, was ſoug*r by many humble Peririons. And his bloud 
{{i]] cries < irÞer for venveance, or repentance of thoſe Miniſters 
of Stare, wioareat. once obiirufted thie eourſe, both of his Ma- 
jeſties Juſticeand Mercy, : | | 4 
: [Upon the diffoJurion of both theſe Parliaments, untrucand 
{candiluus declarations publiſhed, to aſperſe their procecdings, 
nd fm" of their Members, nnjuſtiyto make them odions, and 
colour the violence which was uſed agatoft them. Proclamarions 
tour ro the lame purpoſe; and to the great dejefting of rhe 
barts of the people,forbidding them,even to Ipeak or I 
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Aﬀeer the breach of the Parliament, in the fourth yeer of His 
Majeſty, Injuſtice, Oppreſſton, and Violence, breke tn upon us, 
wikhour any reſtraint or moderation ; and yer the firſt projet, 
was the great ſumm-:s exaQted thorow rhe whole Kingdom, for 
default of Knight-haod, which ſeemed co- have fome colonr and 
ſhadow of a Law ; yer if it berightly examined by thatoblvlece 
Law which was pretended for it, it would be found to be againſt 
all che rules of Juſtice, both in reſpe& of rhe perſons charged, 
the proportion of the Fines demanded, andthe abſurd and uns 
reaſonable mann:r of their proceedings. Tonnage-and Poundage 
hath been reecived wichour colour or pretence of Laws ma 
other heavy impoſitions continued againſt Law ;-and ſome 6 
unreaſonable, rhat the ſamme of the charge, exceeds the value of 
the Goods, The Book of Rates larely inhanſed co a high propors- 
tion ; and fuch Merchants as would not ſubmit to-cheir illegall 
and reaſ;nable payments, were vexed and opprefled above mea« 
ſare ; and the ordinary courſe of Juftice,th: common Birth-righr 
of the Subje& of Exzgland, wholly obftru&ted unte thew. And 
alrhough all this was raken- upon pretence of guarding rhe Sea, 
yet a ncw and unheard of Tax of Ship-money was deviſed, npon 
the fame prerence. By both which, there was charged upon the 
Subjc& neer 700000! ſome yeers; and yet rhe Merchanrs have 
been left ſo naked to the violence of the Turkiſh Pyrats;thar many 
great Ships of value, and thouſands of His Maicſties Subie&s 
have been taken by them, and do ſtill remainin miſeradle {lavery, 

The enlargement of Forreſts, contrary to Charta de Foreſts, 
and the compofition thereupon, The exatiens of Coar and 
Condu@:money, and divers other Military charges. The raking 
away the Arms of the Tralned Bands of divers Counties. The 
deſperate deliagn of engroſſing all the Gun-pewder into one

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of this Kingdom, for the maintenance of our Shipping. The ta- 
king away of mens right, under colour of the Kings title to 
Land between high and low water-Marks, The Monopolies of 
Sope, Salr, Wine, Leather, Sea-Cole, and, in a mann:r, of all 
things of molt common and neceſſary uſe, The reſtraint of rhe 
Liberties of the SubicQs in their habicarion, Trades, and other 
Tatereſt, Their vexarion and oppreſſion by Purveyors,Clerks of 
the Marker,and Salt-Pceter=men, The ſale of pretended Nuzan- 
ces, as Buildings in and about London, converſion of Arable into 
P:fture, continuance of Paſture, under the name of depopula< 
tion, have drawn many Millions cur of the Subic&s Purſes, 
without any conſiderable profit ro his Maleſty. Large quantities 
of Common, and feverall Grounds, have been taken from the 
Subie&, by colour of the Scature of Improvement, and by abuſe 
of the Commiſſion of Sewers, withour rheir conſent, and againſt 
it. And not only private Inrereſt,but alſo publikefaich have been 
broken,in ſcizing of the money and Bullion in the Mins; and tHe: 
whole Kingdom like ro be robb'd ar once, in chat abominab!e 
proje& of Brafſe Money. Great numbers of his Maieſties Sub= 
ie&s, for refuſing thoſe unlawtull charges, have been vext wich 
long and expenſive ſuirs ; ſome fined and cenfured, others com- 
mitted to long and hard impriſoaments and confinements, ro the 
loſſe of health of many, of lite in ſomes and others have had 
cheir houſes broken up, their goods ſeized , ſome have been re- 
ſtrained from their awfall Callfngs : Ships have beer incerrup.. - 
red in their Voyages, ſurprized ar Sea in an Hoſtile manner, ty 
Proie@ors, as by a cummon Enemy : Merchants prohibired to 
anladerhcir goods in fuchPorts,as were for their own advantage; 
and forced to bring them to rhoſe places which were moſt for rhe 
advantages of dhe Monopolizers and ProieQors. The Court of 
Srarchamber hath abonnded inextravagant cenfures,nor only for - 
the maintenance and improvement of Monopolics, and orher an- 
lawfull raxes ; bur for divers other Cauſes, where there hath been 
no offence,or very ſinall; wherby bis M® SubieQs have been op- 
fled by grievous Fines, Impriſonments, Stigmarizings, Muti- 
ations, Whippings,Pillories, Gags;Confinemenrs, Baniſhments; .

others into Holiznd, where they have t: anipo: rd their Manu 
fatures of Cloarh, which is not « nly a lofſ by diminifhing the 
preſent ſtock of the Kingdom, bur a gear miſchict by 1mpairiog 
an! endangering the lofſe of thar peculiar Tradeof Cluarl ing, 
which hath beena plenritull Fountain of Wealth and Honour io 
this Nation. Thoſe were ficecſt for Ecclefiaft ical] pretermenr, and 
ſons {t obtained i i who were woſt officions in promoting fir CEre 
Ririon, moſt virulent in railing againſt Gud!inetſe, and honeſty. 

The moſt publi. eand ſolemn Sermons before His Maicitie 
were, either ro advance Prerogative above Law, and Dr-cry rhe 
property of the Subjet, or tuil of fuch kinde of joveRtive $3 
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they might make thoſe odious, who ſonghe to maintain the Re- 
ligion, Laws, and Liberties of che Kingdom ; and ſuch men were 
ſure ro be weeded our of the Commiſfion of the Peace, and ouc 
of all otheg, imployments of power in the Governmenr of the 
Countrey, Many noble Perfonages were Councellors in name ; 
bur the power and authoricy remained in a few of ſuch, as were 
molt*addi&ed co this partie ; whoſe reſolutions, and determina« 
tions were brought to the Table,for countenance,and execurion, 
and nor for debate, and deliberation ; and no Man could offer to 
oppoſe them without diſgrace, and hazard to himſelf: Nay, all 
thoſe char did not wholly concurre and aRively contribure co the 
furrhecance of their defignes, though ocherwiſe,perſons of never 
{o.great Honour, and Abilities, were fo farre from being em- 
ployed in any place of Truſt ,and power, that they were neglQ- 
ed, diſcountenanced, and upon all occafions injured and oppre(- 
ſed. This FaRion was grown to thar height, and me of 
power, that now they began to think of finiſhing their Work, 
which cenfiſted of rheſe whrce parts. 

I. The Government muſt be ſet free from all reſtraint of Laws, 
concerning our Perſons and St ates, 

2. There muſt be a ConjunTiou betwixt Payiſts and Proteſtants 
in DyCtrine, Diſcipline, and Ceremonies ; only it muſt not yet be Cal= 
led Popery 

3. Th Puritans nnder which name, they includ: all thoſe that dee 
ſire t0 preſerve the T,wws, and Liberties of the Kingdom, and to 
maintzin Religion in tbe power of it ; muſt be eitber rooted out of the 
Kinglom wiab force,or driven out with fear, For the effeling of this, 
Zt was tbought neceſ] ry to reduce Scotland to ſwcb Popiſh ſrperſtiti= 
ons, and [unovations, as might make tbem apt tojoju with England, 
zn that great change which was intended, Whereupon new Canons, 
and anew Liturgy were preſt upou them ; and wben they refuſed to 
admit of them, an Army was raiſed to force them to it, towards wbicb 
the Clergy, and the Papiſts were very forroard in their comtribation, 
The Scuts likewiſe raiſed an Army for their defence; and when botb 
Armies were come togetber, und ready for a bloudy encounter, His Ma- 
Jeſtics own Gracious diſpoſition, and the Councell of the Englifh No« 
bility, aud Dutifull ſubm' ſſzan of the Scots, did ſo farre prevail: a« 
g inſt the evill Conncell of others, that a Pacific ation was made, and

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Earls of Strafferd and Archbiſhop' of Canterbury With 
their Party ſo prevailed with His 'Majeſty, that the Houſe 
of Commons was preſt to yecld to a Supply for mainte- 
nance of the Warre with S$corland, before they had provi. 
dcd any relicfe for the great and prefiing Grievances of 
the people, which being againſt the fundamentall Priviledge 
and proceeding of Parliament, was yct in humble reſpect 
to his Majcſty, fo farre admittcd, as that they agreed to take 
the matter of Supply into conſideration, and two ſeverall 
dayes it was debated. . Twelve Subſidies were demanded 
for the releaſe of ſhip-money alone z Athird 'day was ap- 
pointed for Conclufion when the Heads of that Party be.

© Thercupon they wickcdly adviſed the King to breake off 
the ur ng to rcturne to the wayes of Confuſion, in 
which their owne cyill intentions were moſt like to proſpep.

After the Parliament ended the fifth of Afay, 1640. this 
Party grew 10 bgld, as to counſcll the King to ſupply Him- 
Flfc out ofthis SubjeRs ſtates by his own power, at his own 
willawithout their conſent.

and Statutcsof the Realm, to the right of Parliaments, to the 

roperty and liberty of the SubjeR, and matters tending to 

edition and of dangerous conſequence, thereby cſtabliſhin 
their owne ns, juſtifying chic Altar-worſhip, and 
thoſe other ſuperſtitious innovations, which they formerly 
introduced, without warant of Law, Ty 

They 1 Foe a new oath upon divers of his Maieſtics fub- 
jeas, both Eccleſiaſticall and Lay, for maintenance of their 
owne Tyranny, and laid a great taxe upon the Clergy for 
ſapply of his Majeſty ;and generally they ſhewed themſclves 
very affeRtionate to the Warre with Scotland, which was by 
ſome of them ſtiled Belwm Epiſcopale, and a prayer compo» 
ſed, and cnjoyned to bee read 1n all Churches, calling the 
Scots rebels, to.put the two Nations into bloud, and' make- 
them irreconciliable, All thoſe pretended Canons and Con- 


ftitutions were armed with the ſcverall cenſures of ſaſpen- 
- fion, excommunication, deprivation, by which they would 


have thruſt out all the good Miniſters, and moſt of the well 
affeaed people ofthe Kingdome, and left ancaſic paſſage to 
their owne deſigne of reconciliation with Rowe. The Popiſh 
party enjoyned ſuch excmptions from the Penall Lawes as 
amounted to a tolleration, beſides many other encourage- 
ments, andCourt-favours :; They had a ſecretary of State; Sir

his authority, the Papilts of all ſorts, Nobility, Gentry 7 
Elergy wers convocated, after the manner ofa Parliament, 
new Juriſdiions were crefted of Rowiſ Archbilhops, 
Taxes levicd,another State moulded within this State inde. 
pendant in Government, contrary injntereſt and afteRion, 
ſecretly corrupting the Ignorant, or negligent Profeſſours 
of our Religion, and cloſcly uniting and combining them- 
ſelves againſt ſuch as were ſound, in this poliure waiting 
for an oportunity by force to deſtroy thoſe, whom they 
could not hope to ſeduce, For the cft:&ing whereof, they 
. were ſtrengthened with Armes and Munition, encouraged 
by ſuperſtitions prayers enjoyned by the Nwuntis to be weeks 
ly made for the proſperity of ſome great deligne. And ſuch 
power had they at Court, that ſecretly a Commiſſion was 
ifſued out, intended to bee ifſued co ſome great men of that 
profeſſion for the levying of Souldiers,and to command and 
employ them according to private inſtructions, which we 
doubt were framed for the advantage of thoſe who were the 
contrivers of them : His Majeſtics Treaſure was conſumed, 
his revenew anticipated, his Servants and Officers compel= 
led to lend great fammes of mony; Multitudes were called 
to the Councell Table, who were tired with long atten= 
dances there,for refuſing illegall payments. The'Prifons were 
filled with their Commitments; many of the Sheriffes ſum= 
moned into the Starre Chamber, and fome impriſoned for 
not being quick cnough in levying the ſhip-mony, the peo= 
le languithed under griefe , and feare, no viſible hope 
Kdng left, but in deſperation. The Nobility began to bee 
weary of their ſilence, and patience, -and fenfible of the 
duty and truſt which belongs to them : and thereupon 
fome of the moſt eminent of them, d:d petition his Majeſty 
at fuch a time when cyill Councels were fo ſtrong,that they 
had reaſon to expet more hazard to themſelves, then re» 
gdres of thoſe publike evils for web they interceded, whileſt 
the Kingdome was in this agitation and diſtemper, the Scors 
reſtrained in their trades, impoveriſhed by the loſſe of many

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Majeſty by any naked Supplication, catred witha powerfull 
Mey the Kingdome, and without any hoſtile AR or 
ſpoyle in the Countrey as they paſſed , more then forcing a 
e oycr the Tyne at Newborne , neere Newcaſtle, poſe 


ſeſsed themſclves of Newcaſtle, and had a faire opportunity 
to preſsc on further upon the Kings Army : but duty and 
reverence to His Majclty, and brotherly love to the Engliſh 
Nation,made them (tay there, whereby the King had leaſure 
to entertaine better Conncels , wherein God fo bleſsed and 
dirc&cd him,that he ſummoned the great Councel of Peers, 
to meet at Torke , upon the twenty fourth of SEE; 
and there declarcd a Parliament to begin the third of No- 
veinb. then following. The Scots the firſt day of the great 
Councell , preſented an humble Petition to His Majeſty , 
whereupon the Treaty was appointed at Rippon, Apreſent 
Cesſation of armes agreed upon : and the full Concluſion 
of all differences referred tothe wiſedome and care of the 
Parliament. At our firſt meeting all Oppoſitions ſeemed 
to vaniſh,the miſchieves were ſo cyident. which thoſe evill 
Coiincellors produced, that no Man durſt ſtand up to detend 

hi worke it ſclfe afforded difficulty enough. 
The multiplicd evils & corruption of fixtcen yeers ſtrength= 
ned by cuſtome and authority, and the concurrent iatercit of 
many powerfull delinquents were now to bee brought to 
judgement and Reformation. The Kings Houſhold was to 
be provided for, they had brought him to:that wanr,that hee 
could not ſupply His Ordinary , and neceſsary expences, 
without the aſſiſtance of his people. Two Armies were to 
be payed, which amounted yery neer to 30.thouſand pounds 
a moneth; the people were to be tenderly charged , having 
been formerly exhauſted with many burthenſome Proj. s. 
The difficultics ſcemed to be inſuparable, which by the Di- 
vine Providence we have overcome. The Contrarictics in«- 
compatible, which yet ina great meaſaure we have reconci- 
led. Six Subſidies have bin granted,and a Bill of Poll money, 


which if it be duly levied , may<quall fix Subſidies more 1n 


all:ſix hundred Ac have contracted adcvt 
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to the Scots of 220, thouſand pounds; and yet G od hath fo 
bleſſed the endeavours of this Parliament , that the King- 
dome isa great gaincr by all theſe charges, The Ship-mone 
is aboliſhed ,whichcoſt the Kingdom above 200000. pou 

a yeere, The Coat and conduct money , and other military 
charges, are takenaway, which in many Countries amoun- 
ted to little lefſe then the Ship-money. The Monopolics arc 
all fuppreſt, whereof ſome few did prejudice the SubjeRs 


above a Million yearly. The Soape an hundred thouſand, 
pounds ; the Wine three hundred thouſand pounds , the 


Leather muſt needs exceed both : and Salt could not bee no 
lefle then that , beſides the inferiour Monopolies , which it 
they conld bee exaMly computed , would make up a great 
ſamme. That which is more beneficiall then all this is, that 
the root of theſe evils is taken away, which was thearbitra- 
. ry power pretended to be in his Majeſty, of taxing the Sub- 
jeR,or charging ar eſtates without conſent in Parliament, 
which is now declared to be againſt Law by the judgement 
of both Houſes, and likewiſe by an ARof Parliament. A- 
nother ſtep of great advantage is this : the living Grievan- 
ccs, theevill Councecllors and aRors of theſe miſchicfes 
have beene ſo o_ by the juſtice done upon the Earle of 
Strafford, the flight of the Lord Finch , and Secretary ww. n- 
dibank, Theaccuſation and impriſonment of the Arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury, of Indge Bartlet, and the impeach- 
meat of divers other Biſhops and Indges , that it is ike not 
only to bee an caſe to the preſent times , buta preſervation 
tothefnture. The diſcontinuance of Parliaments is preven=- 
ted by the Bill for a Trienniall Parliament , and the abrupt 
_ diſſolution of this Parliament by another Bill ; by which it 
is provided it ſhall not 'be difſolved or adjourned without 
- the conſent of both Houſes. Which two Lawes well con- 
ſidered, may be thought moreadyantagious then all the for- 
mer, becauſe they ſecure afull operation of the preſent re- 
medy, and aftord a perpetnall Spring of remedies for the fa- 
ture : The Star-chamber, the High Commiſſion, the Courts 
of the Preſident, and Councell in the North, were One

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fbrges-6f miſery, oppreſſion, and violence, and arc all ta- 
ken away , whereby men are more ſecured in their perſons, 
liberties, and cſtatcs, then hapcad be by any Law or Ex- 

efor the regulation of thoſe Courts, or Terror of the 
Iudges;; Thexmmoderatepower of :the Conncel T able and 
the exceſlive abuſe ofthatpower is fo ordered & reſtrained, 
that we maywcl hope that no ſuch things as were frequently 
done by them, to the prejudice of the publique liberty, will. 
appcare in future times but only in Stories,to give ns and our 
poſterity more occalion to praiſcGod for his Majcfties good-. 
nefle,and the faithfull cadeavours of this Parliament. The. 
Canons, and the power of Canon making, are blaſted by the 


Vote of both Houſes. The cxorbitant power of Bifeps,and 


their Courts , are much abatced,by ſome Proviſions in the 
Bill againſt the high:Commuſſion Eorre. The authors of the 
many innovations in Do&rine and Ceremonics ;; The Mi- 
niſters that have beene ſcandalous in their lives , have beene 
fo terrified in juft-complaints and accuſations, that wee may 
well hope they will bemore modeſt for the time to come ; 
either inwardly convicted by the fight of their own folly, 
or outwardly reſtrained by the fear of puniſhment, The For- 
reſts are by a good Law reduced totheir right bounds ; The: 
encroachments and oppreſſions of the Stannery Courts; The 
Extortions of the Clark of the Market,and the Compullion 
of the ſubje& to receive the Order of Knighthood againl(t 
his will, paying of Fines for notrecciving it, and the yexa- 
tious proceedings thereupon for levying of thoſe Fines, are 
by other beneficiall Lawes reformed 8 prevented.
